4.  We  reserve  the  right  to  withdraw  any  lot  prior  to  the  sale. 

5.  .All  successful  bidders  shall  be  billed  for  postage,  handling  and  insurance. 

6.  We  cannot  be  responsible  for  the  loss  of  any  merchandise  shipped 
outside  the  United  States. 

7.  All  framed  items  are  shipped  at  the  purchaser’s  risk. 

8.  R.M.  SMYTHE  reserves  the  right  ro  reject  any  bids  not  made  in  good 
faith  and  further  reserves  the  right  to  ban  any  bidder  from  participation 
in  its  sales  for  any  reason  deemed  appropriate  at  our  sole  discretion. 

9.  An  R.M.  SMYTHE  auction  bidder  expressly  waives  any  claim  or  right  to 
any  accounting,  damages  or  compensation  arising  out  of  R.M.  SMYTHE’S 
failure  to  receive  or  execute  any  bid  due  to  exclusion  from  our  sales,  clerical 
errors  or  other  causes.  No  bids  will  be  accepted  from  any  person  who  has  not 
signed  a  registration  form  or  a  bid  sheet. 

10.  United  States  coins  and  currency  will  not,  in  conformity  with  law,  be 
opened  at  less  than  face  value. 

11.  No  “buy”  or  “unlimited"  bids  will  be  accepted.  We  will  act  as  agents  for 
all  mail  bidders  in  the  sale.  Mail  bids  below  the  low  estimate  will  not  be 
reduced.  Mail  bids  will  be  opened  at  the  next  interval  over  the  second  high¬ 
est  bid  except  where  the  intrinsic  or  regular  market  worth  of  the  item  dictates 
an  opening  at  its  fair  market  value.  Floor  bidding  intervals  will  have  an  aver¬ 
age  increment  of  about  5%  at  the  discretion  of  the  auctioneer.  “Cut”  bids 
(bids  at  less  than  the  regular  bidding  intervals)  will  be  accepted,  but  they 
must  be  no  less  than  half  of  the  regular  interval  over  the  previous  bid.  Each 
bidder  may  make  only  one  “cut”  bid  per  lot,  and  if  they  are  out  bid,  they 
may  make  no  further  bids  on  that  lot.

1 8.  If  a  collection  agency  or  attorney  is  required  to  collect  outstanding 
accounts,  all  agency  and  court  costs,  witness  and  attorney  fees  and  all  other 
costs  of  any  kind  incurred  by  R.M.  SMYTHE  in  procuring  judgement  shall 
be  borne  by  the  defendant.  The  signer  of  a  R.M.  SMYTHE  bid  sheet  or  par¬ 
ticipant  in  the  auction  concedes  the  jurisdiction  of  the  courts  of  the  U.S.  in 
New  York  City  or  the  New  York  State  courts  as  R.M.  SMYTHE  alone  shall 
elect.

Planchet”  variety.  Extremely  Fine.  Nearly  perfectly 
round,  it  measures  between  27mm  and  28mm  and 
weighs  4.7  grams.  The  lettering  is  full  and  bold,  save 
for  that  of  a  filled  hole  over  M  at  7:00  and  through  the 
corresponding  reverse  location.  A  couple  of  hundred 
dollars  spent  on  professional  restoration  should  be 
strongly  considered  by  the  prospective  buyer.  There 
are  no  other  problems  worth  mentioning.  Roughly  250 
years  of  light  steel-gray  toning  covers  each  side  of 
this  attractive  specimen.  Should  merit  an  offering  of 
$1,000  -  $1,250,  perhaps  more.

1007  1795  Liberty  Cap  Half  Cent  Good.  Plain  Edge,  No 
Pole  variety,  struck  on  a  thin  planchet.  The  date  is  full, 
albeit  soft  from  natural  wear.  Even  brown  glossy  color 
and  amazingly  mark-free  for  a  210-year-old  coin.

1008  1804  Draped  Bust  Half  Cent  EF.  Plain  4  Stemless. 
As  per  the  1795,  another  mark-free  Half  Cent  with 
glossy  brown  toning.  Will  hammer  down  at  around 

$150. 


1009  1834,  1835,  1853  Classic  Half  Cent  In  consecutive 
order,  the  grading  is  VF  (tiny  obverse  edge  mark  at 
8:00),  EF  and  another  EF,  but  this  piece  with  several 
edge  marks  on  both  sides.  The  three  are  quite 
attractive,  even  with  a  few  defects  on  two  pieces. 
Worth  about  $150.  [3] 


1010  1855  Breen  1:  1-a  Coronet  Half  Cent  Choice 
Uncirculated.  Perfectly  struck  for  this  die  state  #  II, 
the  denticles  characteristically  soft.  Glossy  rich  brown 
lustre  evenly  spread  across  both  sides.  Will  probably 
fetch  $175 -$225. 


1011  1857  Breen  1:  1-a  Brown  Uncirculated.  The  last 
year  of  Half  Cent  issuance,  only  35,180  struck  minted 
for  circulation.  Similar  to  the  previous  1855,  but  not 
nearly  as  reflective  or  sharp.  $150  -  $175.

1012  1794  (Hd.  ‘94)  Liberty  Cap  Some  faded  corroded 
areas  on  both  sides,  but  has  bold  details  and  pleasing 
medium  brown  color.  Should  be  seen  prior  to  bidding; 
sold  as  is.  A  “Net  Grade"  would  probably  put  this  in  a 
VG  category. 


1013  Draped  Bust  Cent  1798/7  Good.  1810  Fine  but 
porous,  with  edge  nicks.  1816  VG  or  better.  1834 
EF+.  1846  VF.  [5] 


1014  1802  S-232  Draped  Bust  Cent  Fine.  A  popular 
variety  with  rim  break  over  “ATE”.  A  picture-perfect 
coin  for  this  grade.

Bag  Marks-  Tiny  harmless  marks  on  the  uncirculated  coins  caused  by  contact  with  other  coins  during  the 
minting  process. 

Planchet  -  The  round  blank  metal  disk  used  to  strike  coins. 

Full  Head  -  A  term  used  on  Standing  Liberty  Quarters  (1916-1930)  and  Walking  Liberty  Halves  (1917-1947) 

to  denote  sharpness  of  hair  detail. 

Full  Bands-  A  term  used  for  Winged  Liberty  (Mercury)  Dimes  (1916-1945)  to  denote  fullness  of  strike  on  the 

fasces  symbol  on  reverse  side. 

Whizzed  -  A  technique  by  which  the  coin  is  wire-brushed  to  simulate  mint  lustre. 

Recutting  -  The  re-engraving  of  a  die  to  strengthen  certain  devices. 

Arrows  -  A  feature  placed  opposite  the  date  that  signifies  a  change  of  weight,  regarding  the  planchet. 

Trends  -  A  weekly  column  in  Coin  World,  a  numismatic  publication.

PR  -  Proof,  a  specially  manufactured  coin  for  a  collector  usually  having  a  mirror  surface.
